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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments received 1 0/24/2005 with 
respect to claims 1-24 have been considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that "the Patent Office had not (until now) identified what specific elements of Eryurek were relied upon in rejecting 
Claims 1, 9, 15 and 22". This argument is not persuasive. The wavelet analysis taught by Eryurek is performed at a truncation of seven 
decomposition modes corresponding to seven different decomposition levels. The indexes "Level 1", "Level 2", ... and "Level 7" are then 
used to identify the first (X1), second (X2), ... and seventh (X7) component of the decomposition modes, each relating to a possible valve 
defect at certain resolution level. For example, the component X2 can comprise signal components of the process variable sensor signal 

between 45 and 55 Hz, which can indicate that a pump, for example, in the process is failing". Therefore, without loss of generality, 

one skilled in the art would take XLevel, (LeveN Level 1, Level 2, .... Level 7) as the equivalent of the indicators recited in claims 1,9, 15, 
22 and 24 of the instant application, and the "Level" as the equivalent of a plurality of indexes associated with the resolution levels recited 
in these claims. The rejections to claims 1, 9, 15 and 22 thus stand. 

For the same reasoning as illustrated above, Applicant's argument regarding claim 24 is not persuasive. The rejection to claim 24 thus 
stands. 
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
